LOCKOUT BROKEN 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 29.— 
Contractor who attempted to wreck 
the Ship Scalers’ Union here by 
déclaring a lock-out against uni: 
on gangs, this week found them- 
selves locked out in turn when the 
Grace Line, agent for the Panama 
Pacific Line at Pier 35 began hir- 


ing scalers without consulting 
the contractors. 

Previously Sailors and Marine 
Firemen had refused to do scalers’ 
work when asked to do so by 
certain shipowners. 


The Grace Line action came as 
a result of the co-operation and 
solidarity between the seamen and 
the Ship Sealers who had been 
locked out following a strike 
against the Martin Ship Service 
Company several weeks ago. 


# Fink Herding Fails. 


Following that strike, the con- 
tractors, with one exception, form- 
ed a united front against the union 
and flatly refused to negotiate or 
to hire union workers. Attempts 
were then made to organize a fink 
union but these too failed. 

The Ship Scalers are affiliated 
with the International Longshore- 
men’s Association. Officials of the 
union today pointed out, however, 
the strike is not over yet. 

In this connection Woolf, pres- 
ident of the organization, stressed 
the union’s ne@d for more funds to 
cafry the struggle through to a 
successful. conclusion.

(For the benefit of non-mari- 


time readers, “unlicensed person- 
nel” means all jobs excepting navi- 
gators and engineers. “Deck De- 
partment” means all workers in- 
volved in the navigation and sail- 
ing of the ship generally and the 
care of all rigging and deck equip- 
ment. This department is headed 
by the Captain (Master) and 
Mates. There are two other de- 
partments: the Engine Room De- 


partment and the Steward’s De- 
partment which have their own 
ofhcers and duties. The Captain, 
however, has authority over all 


departments.) 

This section sets the following 
monthly wage scale: Able Seamen, 
$62.50, Watchman, $62.50, Ordi- 
nary Seamen, $45.00, Boatswain, 
$75.00, Carpenter, $75.00, Deck Boy, 
$40.00. 

It also establishes the eight- 
hour day and one hour meal per- 
iods. 

B—WAGES AND WORKING

Sets the following monthly wage 
scale: Watertenders, $72.50, Oil- 
ers, $72.50, Combination Man, 
$72.50, Firemen, $62.50.

| J—GENERAL RULES Ap. 
| PLICABLE TO UNLICENSED 
PERSONNEL IN ALL DE. 
PARTMENTS. 

Section (42) Governs time off 
/in port and_ provides employer 
must, when a worker quits or is 
discharged, pay him for time off 
Or overtime which is due him. 


Section (43) Gives employer the 
option of hiring either from the 
dock or the union hall. States that 
no employee shall be forced to 
hire through any private hiring 
hall, but does not restrict the em- 
ployer from hiring men through 
such agency. 


(The only fair provision would 
be to either establish all hiring 
as through the union hall or else 
through a jointly controlled hir- 
ing hall such as is provided in 
the longshoremen’s agreement.) 

This section also provides that 
the employer shall at all times 
be free to select whom he chooses 
from available men and men shall 
be free to choose their jobs. 


Section (44) Outlaws all strikes, 
lock-outs and stoppages of work 
end provides that seamen must 
work under non-union (possibly 
scab) officers if the shipowners 
desire it. 


At the same time provides union 
men shall have preference in em- 
ployment. 

(In this regard it is well to 
note that no union should sign 
away its right to take militari¢ 
action in defense of its interests.) 

Section (45) Merely declares the 
agreement as binding on both em- 
ployers and seamen. 

Section (46) Specifies that notice 
of termination or amendment must 
be served by either party 30 days 


garded overtime. 


Section (48) Provides for the 


establishment of a Labor Rela- 
tions Board at the Port of San 
Francisco consisting of six mem- 
bers, three from the steamship 
companies and three to be ap- 
pointed by the Executive Board 
of the International Seamen’s Un- 
ion of America. These three are 
to consist of one delegate from 
each of the three unions em- 
braced by the I.S.U. 


(Note here that while the long- 
shoremen’s agreement specifies 
that their Labor Relations repre- 
sentatives shall ble chosen by the 
longshoremen themselves, the Sea- 
men’s agreements provides that 
they shall be appointed by the 
reactionary and employer controll- 
ed top officialdom.) 


This section also provides that 
the Labor Relations Board shall 
have dictatorial power over all 
disputes of any nature between 
the seamen and the employers. It 
States that no arbitration shall 
start or be continued while any 
strike, lock-out, stoppage of work, 
or sympathetic strike is in pro- 
gress. 


Section (49) Provides special 
classifications of work for which 
employers may hire non-union 
help. Also specifies that I.S.U. 
men shall be given preference at 
all times. Reiterates the right of 
employer to choose his men and 
men to choose their jobs. 

Section (50) Provides that the 
tates of pay established by the 
award shall be retroactive to De- 
cember 1, 1934.

REQUIRES VERY 
SERIOUS STUDY 


MAKE ’EM SICK, THEN KILL 
"EM OFF 


By a Reserve Officer. 

MONTEREY, Calif.—After 
blasting away some 1700 rounds 
of three inch shell and shrapnel 
(at about $20 per round) members 
of the Field Artillery O.R.C. (Of- 
ficers Res€rve Corps) had a little 
practice experi€nce in the use of 
“vases now in popular use.” 

Small puffs of tear and nausea 
vas were released from cylinders 
and res€rvists trained to identify 
each by smell. After running 
through a cloud of mixed smoke 
and t@ar gas, streaming eyed re- 
servists, remarked upon the “ef- 
fectiveness” of this strike-break- 


ing combination. 
One reserve officer who went 
through the nausea gas “attack” 


with a poorly adjusted eas mask 
suffered vomiting attacks for three 
days. 

These future leaders of cap- 
ilalist wars were informed that 
nausea gas will be used as a pre- 
liminary—to make the enemy so 
sick that they cannot wear gas 
masks, when—presto—Lewisite 
(gas) will be released to finish 
the suffering “enemy.” 

How many reserve officers were 
nauseated with this 


splendid re- 
ceipt for capitalist “heroism” was 
not recorded. Needless * to’ say, 
the nausea-lewisite combination 
was not tried out as part of the 
training. Reserve officers have that 
to “look forward to.” 


EMPLOYERS IN 
ENGLAND FIGHT 
COOPERATIVES 


RAPID GROWTH SECOND 
ONLY TO SOVIET UNION 


LONDON, Aug. 26—The co- 
operative movement in England 


has grown to such an extent that 
employers are trying to make the 
workers pledge themselves to buy 
goods from private traders only 
under threat of instant dismissal. 
Such a pledge, which resembles 
the “yellow dog” contracts used 
in the United States, is contrary 
to an act passed in 1887, and re- 
sulted in a fine to C. H. Mawdes- 
ly, master baker of Longport. 
The co-operative movement here 
is second only to the Soviet Union 
where co-operatives have had a 
long history and have especially 
flourished under the Soviet. re- 
gime. In fact, the Soviet co-opera- 
tives do the majority of the retail 
selling there, and count more 
than 72,000,000 members, or the 


vast majority of the adult popu- 
lation, 

The English co-operative stores 
show a growth from 2,661,799 


members in 1910 to 6,917,138 mem- 
bers in 1934-35. During the same 
period retail sales increased three 


times, to 315,273,719 pounds. The 
number of workers employed in- 
creased from 122,991 to 270,697. 


It is this vigorous growth of the 
co-operative movement that has 
aroused the enmity of the em- 
ployers of Great Britain.

A large number of them are one- 
story, gabled log houses with open 
front porches. Many have strips 
of intricately carved wood under 
the windows and caves.

The 
newer model is made of pine 
boards, nearly always has a. sec- 
ond-story, has one and often two 
large sun-porches. 

Then there are the large club- 
houses and rest homes of from 
ten to forty rooms, ranging in 


architectural style from old Russ- 
tan, with all sorts of oddly shaped 
towers and a carving, to
